Notes of a 
Naturalist

Back in the mountains, away from 
the autom obile roads I meet inter­ 
esting persons who, 
dunng 
their 
pack trips from the rush and irrita­ 
tions of the commercial world, re­ 
vert to the sort of individuals they 
wish to be but are otherwise unable 
to be because of the harshness of 
the struggle of making a living in 
the cities. 
T hey seem to shed the 
protective covering of brass that also 
hides much of their hum an side. 
It 
is under such conditions, relaxation 
and sitting about a camp fire, that 
they reveal their true ideas w ithout 
the caution naturally taken in their 
home environm ent. 


A few impressions gained this 
past summer under such circum­ 
stances may be of interest. I do 
not pose as a political or socio­ 
logical writer but will risk giv­ 
ing some ideas gained from per­ 
sons who are more than average 
taxpayers, whose incomes are 
above average, and persons who 
exert influence within their cir­ 
cle of friends and acquaintances. 


First and outstanding and unan­ 
imous regardless of political affilia­ 
tions, Republican or Democratic or 
independent, was condemnation of 
the calling of our President personal 
and derogatory names, by the new s­ 
papers, clubs, and individuals. 
T he 
President holds the highest office in 
the 
U nited States and that office 
m ust be respected. If w e do not like 
our President o r his policies we are 
at liberty to remove him from office 
but it does not lie w ithin our lib­ 
erties to call him names that reflect 
upon the dignity and im portance of 
his office. 


The calling of i m p r o p e r 
names by persons of power and 
position do much to undermine 
the morale of the people and is 
just as much of a threat to the 
stability of our government as 
the 
activities 
of the 
several 
“isms” that seem to be receiv­ 
ing so much publicity. So many 
names have been called that in­ 
telligent persons have discount­ 
ed them heavily, but the ««-cell­ 
ed agitators for others forms of 
government pick up the stories 
as ammunition to be used 
in 
furthering their objective of do­ 
ing away with our present form 
of government. 
This 
damage 
may be of such magnitude as to 
lead to serious consequences. 


Second is th e idea of the impos­ 
sibility of a m an being elected presi­ 
dent the second term if the pressure 
upon him continues as in the past. 
T he people crucified H oover; many 
are trying to crucify Roosevelt. T he 
form er was a capable president, a 
Republican, w ho was not responsible 
fo r the depression, but was slaugh­ 
tered ruthlessly on the altar of an 
economic depression everyone helped 
bring about. 
Roosevelt stepped in 
and did som ething, an expensive job, 
b u t there was no revolution. 
A nd 
w e now find ourselves in the posi­ 
tion of paying for a "dead horse so 
w e shall try to crucify our president. 
A single presidential term of 
six 
years has been suggested. 


Third is the evaluation of the 
Republican candidate. This was 
surprising to me for the general 
opinion seemed to be that he 
was not a free man politically. 
Pressed for an explanation no 
one seemed to have anything 
definite to say but felt the man­ 
agers of the Republican party 
have not progressed to the point 
o f keeping up with a changing 
social situation. 


Fourth is a more kindly attitude 
tow ard our form er president, H er­ 
b ert Hoover. 
T his was noticeable 
am ong the Dem ocrats w ho, econom­ 
ically and politically, w ere against 
him and the Republicans w ho blam­ 
ed him for the sagging of the Re­ 
publican party. 


Fifth is the improvement 
in 
the finances of every person I 
talked with. 
Some considered 
this in the manner of an indirect 
loan, for the relief money of the 
government 
gradually 
filtered 
into their businesses thus allow­ 
ing them to survive, a grudging 
admission by ardent Republi­ 
cans and a half-hearted admis­ 
sion by Democrats, for now that 
the danger seems to be 
over 
they realize there is a call date 
on the indirect loan in the form 
o f taxes. 


I could go on indefinitely but it 
is not in my province to dwell at 
length on political subjects and I also

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IM Y I DUMP 


IN THE FUTURE 


"When the Palm Springs Sanitary 
District provides a dump ground un­ 
der the rules and regulations of the 
Palm Springs Sanitary Board for the 
community, the Palm Springs Cham­ 
ber of Commerce shall cancel their 
lease with the Indians on the present 
dump ground.” 


This was the resolution adopted by 
the board of directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce Tuesday evening, after 
an hour’s discussion of the m atter of 
rubbish and garbage disposal. 
The Chamber also adopted a reso 
lution to employ the necessary help 
to put the present dump ground on 
the Indian reservation in good condi­ 
tion when funds are available. 
The action was prompted by a let­ 
ter from the tribal committee, signed 
by their spokesman. Willie Marcus. 
It seems that 
during 
the 
summer 
months, when the Chamber of Com­ 
merce directors were not in session, 
the promiscuous dumping of rubbish 
on the reservation has been going on. 
Trucks hauling the trash have 
not 
been covered, with the result that old 
newspapers, tin cans, and other trash 
have blown or fallen from the trucks 
and accumulated along Ramon Road. 
When Secretary Shannon received 
the communication from the Indians, 
the Chamber immediately placed 
an 
agent on the dump ground leased from 
the Indians, to see what was going on. 
He counted 73 trucks dumping rubbish 
there on Friday and Saturday. 
W arren Pinney, president of 
the 
Sanitary Board, stated that the sani­ 
tary district owns 40 acres at the 
s e w a g e d is p o sa l p la n t, w h ic h w as p u r ­ 
chased for the purpose of rubbish and 
garbage disposal. 
He said the dis­ 
trict has licensed Mike Murray as rub­ 
bish and garbage collector, and that 
he and his employes are the only ones 
permitted to dump rubbish on the dis­ 
trict's dump ground. 
Mr. Pinney proposed 
a resolution 
that insofar as the Chamber of Com­ 
merce is concerned, they do not con­ 
sent to anyone dumping any garbage

Notwithstanding that more than 40 
W hitewater children, which was the 
number who attended Palm 
Springs 
school last year, have been transferred 
to the Cabazon school, the enrollment 
in Palm Springs is far more than ever 
before. 


Enrollment yesterday was 335 pu­ 
pils, as compared to 238 last year at 
this time which then included W hite­ 
w ater children. 


By utilizing the 
auditorium, 
the 
stage, and the library as class rooms, 
every grade now has its own room. 
The fifth grade was this week taken 
from the room they had shared with 
the sixth grade, and were put in the 
auditorium. 
The second grade uses 
the stage as a class room. 
The school board has called for bids 
on the new elem entary school build­ 
ing, which is to be built north of the 
present school on the school property. 
The new building will house the three 
primary grades and kindergarten. The 
rooms will be very large, each 24x40 
feet in size, and will he the modern 
type of activity rooms, having tables 
and chairs instead of desks; and lock­ 
ers and running water, so that 
no 
room will be dependent 
upon 
any 
other room.

Officers believe that William M. 
Franklin, 
suspected 
of 
embezzling 
huge sums in I-os Angeles, was 
in 
Palm Springs this week. 
A man an­ 
swering his description was registered 
at a local hotel. When his picture ap­ 
peared in Wednesday's Times, those 
who had seen him immediately recog­ 
nized the picture. 
The man checked 
out at 10 o'clock. If he was Franklin, 
evidently when he saw his picture in 
the paper he figured Palm 
Springs 
would be too hot for him and imme­ 
diately left for partB unknown. 
With Franklin, head of the First Re­ 
public Corporation, still missing from 
his offices at 650 South Spring street. 
Dist.-Atty. Fitts and State Corporation 
Department officials yesterday order­ 
ed auditors to check the m an’s 
ac­ 
counts. 
The books of the ' concern 
were 
placed under guard Tuesday 
when 
relatives, friends and business asso­ 
ciates reported the man 
had 
been 
missing for several days and that they 
feared for his safety. 
Moving swiftly in the inquiry, the 
district attorney assigned Dep. Dist.- 
Atty. Wichello to the case. Numerous 
investors were questioned concerning 
their returns from investments now 
due nnd several employes of the firm 
were requested to make statem ents 
concerning Franklin's bsuiness affairs. 
Wichello indicated that he would de­ 
fer definite action in the case until 
auditors have completed an examina­ 
tion of Franklin’s accounts. 
The in­ 
vestigators said they are making a 
specific check of due accounts 
be­ 
lieved to range from approximately 
*40,000 to $75,000.

10 LEARN MORE OF 
“SKELETON” FIND 


Attaches of tw o sheriff's offies were 
“on the tra il” yesterday of the skele­ 
ton which w as said to have been lo­ 
cated near 29 Palm s as reported in 
papers on Monday. 
Sheriff’s offices at R iverside 
and 
San B ernardino got in touch with The 
D esert Sun and were referred to the 
following rep rin t from 
the 
D esert 
T rail of 29 Palm s: 
Finding of th e bleached and scat­ 
tered bones of a hum an was the grue- 


BOme tale related by Bill Beech of 29 
Palm s, when he said he w as hiking 
and exploring in the m ountains 
up 
in the N ational M onument above 29 
Palm s, says th e D esert Trail. 
Beech had separated from th e rest 
of his party and said he clim bed a 
steep jum ble of rocks, characteristic 
of the form ation in that section of 
th e country, and saw a sm all hold 
leading to a cave-like shelter under a 
large rock. 
He went 
on 
up 
and 
through, and there he saw the skull 
and bones partly covered with sand, 
apparently those of a prospector, and 
to the best of his knowledge, a white 
man. 
Young Beech, who has studied medi­ 
cine and surgery in Detroit a short 
tim e, said the skull was undoubtedly 
th a t of a w hite man. 
Although he didn’t rem ove any of 
the bones o r dig to find fu rth er evi­ 
dence, he found the m an's belt buckle, 
and also said th ere was a partial box 
of sulphur-like substance n ear 
the 
skeleton. 
Erosion of rocks and the w ater hav­ 
ing carried sand down from 
higher 
ground has p artly filled 
the 
cave, 
B eech said, and possibly other identifi­ 
cation may be buried. 
Beech Im m ediately notified author­ 
ities in Riverside county, in which the 
skeleton he figures was found, as well 
as reporting ot Sacram ento to the bu­ 
reau of identification. 
He has been advised to w ithhold the 
location of the skeleton until the prop­ 
er authorities investigate.

Hoback, 52, m em ber of a pioneer Sail 
Jacinto and H em et family, who passed 
away Tuesday morning a t the Red­ 
lands Community hospital from severe 
burns received Monday, will be held 
T hursday m orning at 10 o’clock in 
the H arford Funeral home in Hemet.

With automobiles and radio at nearly every 
home, Americans are becoming air-conditioning- 
minded. Soon, homes in the intense heat of sum­ 
mer in desert places will be cool and comfortable. 
The progress already being made in this di­ 
rection is indicated by the following forecast from 
the weekly letter of the Administrative and Re­ 
search corporation of New York: 
“With experts predicting total air-condition­ 
ing sales of $140 million for 1936, a gain of $55 
million over 1935 sales, there are many econom­ 
ists and government officials who feel this young 
industry will push itself into the 
billion 
dollar 
class within a few years. 
“Particularly adapted to expansion during a 
period of recovery, air conditioning has been in­ 
stalled extensively in theaters, trains, steamships, 
airplanes, restaurants and 
department 
stores. 
The most recent trend brings this modern com­ 
fort into houses, factories, hotels and office-build- 
ings, where single installations run as high 
as 
$500,000. 
Railroads have spent over $50 million 
in the last three years to improve traveling com­ 
fort. 
“Scientists assert that air-conditioning 
in 
the home will control colds and other respiratory 
diseases and improve the health of families. Fol­ 
lowing their lead, private engineers estimate that 
a winter air-conditioning plant for a home costs 
only 25 per cent more than a regular heating plant 
but saves 10 to 15 per cent in fuel costs. 
With 
proper humidity, they maintain, the home need 
not be so warm to provide the some comfort. To 
those who desire to experiment economcially with 
air-conditioning, engineers offer an 
installation 
for a single room. These units costing less, draw 
fresh air from out-doors, cleans it, regulate hu­ 
midity and cool or heat it, according to the sea­ 
son, for circulation in the room. 
One expert estimates that at least 50 per cent 
of new homes costing $12,000, or over, are being 
air-conditioned. Costs of home units now range 
from $200 or less for a plant which merely cleans 
and circulates the air, up to $2000 for all-season 
equipment which operates automatically. The day 
is not far off when most homes will have one type 
or the other installed.” 


RUSSIA— T H E ORANGE B E LT 


We are apt to think of California and Florida 
in considering oranges, and yet Russia is going 
in for raising oranges in a big way. Amtorg Trad­ 
ing Company of Russia is investigating the grow­ 
ing of oranges and lemons in California. 
They have bought and shipped many young 
citrus trees. Trees were imported in years gone 
by, and the plantings have done well in some 
areas. 
The president’s party includes A. I. Mi- 
kayan, commisar for the food industry, Union of 
Socialist Soviet Republics, who came to America 
especially to study the citrus fruit industry. An­ 
other is P. M. Morosoff, engineer with the Amtorg 
organization at New York, a specialist on 
food 
marketing. 
Planting of oranges, lemons and grapefruit 
will create a vast citrus belt in the Crimean and 
the Caucasia areas along the Black Sea and the 
neighboring Turkestan district on the 
Caspian 
sea. 


SOME C O C K R O A C H E S 


Some beautiful as well as 
horrible 
tilings 
come out of the Orient. 
Just now U. S. authorities at San Francisco 
are wrestling with Chinese cockroaches. 
Living conditions in China are customarily 
considered not to be up to the American standard 
but in the case of cockroaches it evidently is dif­ 
ferent. 
The bureau of plant and pest control report­ 
ed that at the U. S. mint in San Francisco it was 
found a large consignment of Chinese silver dol­ 
lars was housing a heavy population of Oriental 
cockroaches which had been feeding on infected 
paper of the currency wrapping. 
Due to shortage of space a lot of the imported 
coin was stored outside the mint under heavy 
guard. 
Guards informed the investigators that 
the cockroaches left the silver cases about 9 p. 
m. every evening and moved as an army across 
the street where they dined at a large delicates­ 
sen and returned en masse in the early morning 
hours to resume their abode in the money cases.

Do You Have a Fuse Box in Your Home? 


If you have and you are using 
anything else but a fuse plug for 
your connection, you are certainly 
Inviting disaster. 


When a building is wired, the 
electrician uses m aterials which 
are intended to carry a certain 
amount of electricity and no more. 
Fuses are Installed at the head of 
each branch circuit.

of such size and amperage th at 
they will "blow cut" when more 
current th a n Intended is u se d . 
Sometimes Inferior appliances are 
used, an overload of current re­ 
sults, the w ire will heat and the 
fuse will be blown. The fuse acts 
as a safety valve and prevents fire 
as well as possible d a m a g e to 


electrical appliances a n d equip­ 
m ent. DO NOT PUT THE FUSE 
BOX OUT OF COMMISSION BY 
R E P L A C IN G F U S E S W IT H 
NAILS, WIRES OR COINS. 


To prevent the fuses from blow­ 
ing, some people put in stronger 
fuses. Using fuses over 15 amps, 
on lighting circuits is dangerous 
and often results In costly flres. 
If you have trouble with fuses 
blowing, It is because the circuit 
is overloaded. Reduce the load, or 
have the wiring corrected by a 
qualified electrician.

STRINGENT RULES 


C om plete inspection 
of the 
2100 
C alifornia school buses, which 
daily 
c arry 70,000 school children to and 
from their homes, as well as exam ina­ 
tion of their drivers, has been under­ 
taken by the California Highway Pa­ 
trol and is to be finished by Novem ­ 
ber 1, it was announced a t the office 
of C hief E. Raymond Cato at his Sac­ 
ram en to office. 


T h is huge task is being undertaken 
by a sm all sized arm y of state traffic 
officers throughout the sta te and in­ 
cludes 32 item s varying from lights, 
brakes, safety glass, maximum carry ­ 
ing capacity of buses, em ergency exits 
and exbaUHt pipes. 


T hese buses are equipped and in­ 
spected under authority of both 
the 
V ehicle and School codes of the state. 


R ecent am endm ents to the school 
code m ake it a m isdem eanor for any 
person to operate, or for any school 
official to require the operation of a 
school bus which does not comply w ith 
the D epartm ent of Education Regula­ 
tion of Pupil T ransportation. 


T hese 
regulations 
include 
such 
equipm ent as stop and fog lights, auto­ 
m atic and m anually operated w ind­ 
shield 
wipers, 
re a r 
view 
m irrors, 
school bus signs, signalling devices, 
fire extinguishers, first aid kits and 
o ther devices. 
T hese safety regulations, according 
to C hief Cato, are m ade doubly effec­ 
tive by thorough school bus operator's 
exam inations. 
T his includes a thor­ 
ough physical exam ination and a test 
of th e driver’s arm s, legs, eyes 
and 
ears, to ascertain his ability to act 
quickly in em ergencies. 
Adoption of regulations becam e ef­ 
fective in 1932, and in the intervening 
tim e not a single child has been killed 
or seriously injured while being tran s­ 
ported in these buses. 


“Officers of the C alifornia Highway 
P atro l are actively on the job protect­ 
ing school buses," Chief Cato stated, 
“and have been given im plicit instruc­ 
tions to take no excuses for any viola­ 
tions of the law and for such driving 
as m ay endanger th e safety of school 
children."

104 T A X E S ON S U IT OF C L O T H E S 
Some weeks ago we passed along 
the information that there are 53 dif­ 
ferent taxes paid on a loaf of bread. 
This impressed us as something of a 
record, but we were mistaken, be­ 
cause there are 104 separate taxes on 
a suit of clothes. 
Beginning with the cotton or wool 
grower and ending at the retail coun­ 
ter, taxes are applied at each stop 
along the line, and in the end are ad­ 
ded to the price which the consumer 
pays. 
Under the California tax structure 
—federal, state, and local—these 104 
taxes are paid directly, according to 
the "Tax Digest,” as follows: 10 by 
the ranoher, 15 by transportation com­ 
panies, 9 by buyers of raw materials, 
15 by the textile mills, 12 by garment 
manufacturers, 16 by the wholesalers, 
13 by the retailer, and finally the sales 
tax by the consumer, who indirectly 
pays the other taxes as well. 
Not bread nor clothes alone but 
nearly every article of commerce runs 
the gauntlet of tax-collectors unseen 
by the consumer. 
Now we do not mean to discredit 
taxation as a means of providing the 
very necessary services of govern­ 
ment, but we do deplore the hidden 
nature of multiple taxation. 
Our suggestion for correcting this 
evil is very simple. We advanco it 
even at the risk of being branded a 
subversive element by the gents v ho 
figure out new indirect taxes. It is 
simply that each article offered for 
sale should have a ticket attached 
stating just how much of the purchase 
price goes for the article itself and 
how much for taxation. 
Are we wrong in supposing that

Transcontinental touring reached 
new heights of popularity the past 
summer, not only via rail, stage, air 
and steamet ianes, but especially over 
trunk highways that have been great­ 
ly Improved within the past few years. 
Motor tourists from other states and 
countries streamed into California in 
unprecedented numbers. "FoVeign" 
car licenses were more common ev­ 
erywhere in the state. And Califor­ 
nians, as usual, led the rest In travel­ 
ing about the country—everyone, It 
seems, either toured East or knew of 
some neighbor or member of the fam­ 
ily who jaunted across the land. 
That Californians were on the cross­ 
country trails in even greater num­ 
bers than heretofore is indicated by 
preliminary reports from Western na­ 
tional parks and monuments. These 
tell of heavy increases in visitors, par­ 
ticularly from Eastern states, but that 
in general California motorists were 
second in total number, 
surpassed 
only by visitors of the home state of 
the public reserve. 
Well over half a million out-of-state 
motor tourists entered California dur­ 
ing the past vacation travel months 
of May, June, July and August, regis­ 
tering a 20 per cent actual gain over 
the previous summer. During the first 
eight months of the year 756,810 out- 
of-state motor tourists entered this 
state an increase of 28,5 per cent over 
the same period a year ago, according 
to the official border checks reported 
to the Automobile Club of Southern 
California touring bureau. Railroad, 
steamship, plane and stage lines have 
estimated a volume of business be­ 
tween 28 and 68 per cent ahead of last 
year.Another sign of the heavy summer 
travel trend was the 45 per cent in­ 
crease in requests for map itineraries 
from Eastern points to the club tour­ 
ing bureau during the first half of the 
year when motorists were planning 
their tours. This department provides 
detailed maps and complete data in in­ 
dividual reports, without charge, in an­ 


swering such inquiries which come to 
the motor club, the All-Year Club and 
other agencies. 
Western recreational resorts gener­ 
ally announce increases of 30 to 50 per 
cent in tourist patronage; Canada and

(Continued From First Page) 
or (rash upon the dump ground which 
they rent on the Indian reservation, ex­ 
cepting those persons licensed or au­ 
thorized by the Palm Springs Sanitary 
1 Board. 
The motion was withdrawn 
when 
Robert Ransom and Chuck Morrison 
| objected on the grounds that residents 
of Tahquitz Desert Estates and other 
outlying areas not in the sanitary dis­ 
trict will have no place to dump their 
trash. 
Mr. Finney replied that the board 
will take, care of the outlying districts 
and that Mr. Murray will collect gar­ 
bage wherever instructed to do so by 
the hoard, if the residents will co-op­ 
erate with the sanitary hoard. 
He 
stated the board has the authority to 
keep all garbage and rubbish collec­ 
tors off the streets, excepting those 
employed by the hoard. However, the 
board has not enforced the law 
be­ 
cause too many people failed to coop­ 
erate. He said Mr. Murray has ample 
equipment to take care of garbage in 
a proper and sanitary manner, 
and 
whenever his service is not satisfac­ 
tory, all any resident needs to do is 
to tile a complaint with the board, an<| 
the m atter will be taken care of. 
it was pointed out that the viola­ 
tions of which the Indians complained 
were principally by outside contrac­ 
tors and residents hauling their own 
rubbish, which is out of the control 
of the Chamber of Commerce. 
How­ 
ever, even though the Chamber was 
not at fault and could not prevent the 
promiscuous dumping, it will clean up 
the premises. Following is an excerpt 
of the letter from the Indians: 
"YVe have made a careful inspection 
of conditions down at the ‘dump,’ have 
taken 
photographs of the various 
trucks unloading and scattering the 
rubbish and some garbage over the 
Indian land in that section, and have 
come to the conclusion that we must 
demand drastic changes in the manner 
in which this service is being done. 
“YVe have an agreement to allow 
the Chamber of Commerce the use 
of that area for a rubbish dumping 
place under certain conditions. 
Re­ 
cently (during the last six or eight 
months) conditions are growing worse 
and worse, and the Chamber appar­ 
ently has taken no interest to see that 
their agreement is being lived up to. 
“if we understand this agreement, 
vou are to keep the place in a first 
class condition, always under appro­ 
val or the health authorities and the 
.ribe. You are to have all the rubbish 
or garbage burned promptly and the 
rubbish then leveled and covered. Or­ 
iginally, was it not the 
agreement 
also, that only two or three 
larger 
places were allowed to dump there; 
these being the El Mirador, The Oasis, 
The Desert Inn. This covered a ren­ 
tal of some $200 annually. 
"Now, the city haB grown and a 
large building program is on, and ail 
these contractors and 
other 
indivi­ 
duals are hauling all their rubbish, de­ 
bris and other material down there 
and dumping it almost anywhere, 
in 
fact, some of them have taken their 
loads on down Ramon avenue 
and 
thrown it along the street on Indian 
land beyond the Field Club. 
"Our people claim they are being 
mistreated and are on the verge of 
instructing me to CANCEL THE PER­ 
MIT and fence the property, and re­ 
quire the dump to be cleaned up and 
covered in a good condition. 
This 
Jump lias utterly destroyed some 50 
acres of our land. At least, the rent 
will have to be substantially raised 
and conditions completely changed. 
However, before further arrangements, 
we will advise you the decision of the 
tribe, 
in fact, we desire that 
you 
make some other arrangem ent to take 
the rubbish on out on the desert off 
our land.” 
The letter was signed for the Tribal 
Committee by Willie Marcus.

The powerful California State Fed­ 
eration of Labor yesterday announced 
endorsement of Proposition No. 10 on 
the November 3rd ballot, preventing, 
diversion of gasoline taxes to other 
than highway purposes. 
Announcement of labor’s stand was 
made by Edward D. Vandeleur, secre­ 
tary of the organization. "Diversion of 
highway construction monies, which 
is threatened in the next legislature,” 
said 
Secretary 
Vandeleur, 
"would 
cause the loss of approximately $14,­ 
500,000 in Federal aid funds and would 
throw' about 15,000 men out of em­ 
ployment for a year, as well as crip­ 
ple trade and commerce. 
“It is estimated that 91c of each 
highway dollar goes to labor. 
Auto­ 
mobile. oil, cement, and other indus­ 
tries which employ thousands of work­ 
ers depend to a great extent on high* 
way progress. 
"Approval of No. 10 will prohibit 
the use of motor vehicle and gasoline 
tax monies for purposes foreign to 
the construction, reconstruction, andi 
maintenance of highways and 
m ajor 
city streets. The measure should have 
the unanimous support of those who 
seek a return to normal economic con­ 
ditions and prevention of large addi­ 
tions to the relief rolls.’’
